Says Mine Broke Yaith. 
An outline of the events that led up 
to the riots was given by. Hugh Willis, 
the miners’ District “Board member. 
“ The Southern Nifnois Coal Company,”

CARBONDALB, Ill., June 23.~—No sigh 
of activity or of hostility whatever was 
evident in the trouble zone today. Thé 
dead catm succeeding the twenty-four- 
hour debacle was emphasized.at Herrin 
by impressive ceremonies incident to the 
burial of a. union miner accidentally 
killed on Tuesday by an explosion in the 
Dale mine. The victim, Arehie fTell, 
had entered the mine to make an in- 
spection in behalf of the union. As sev- 
eral hundred, members of the Masonic 
order, in uniform, matched solemnly 
through the streets of Herrin, ‘followed 
by hundreds of miiners two ‘abreast, to 
pay tribute to their dead comrade, many 
business houses of the town were closéd. 

Practically no comment, evén upon 
yesterday's ‘murders, was heard. The 
miners simply posted. « notice in thé 
window of a barber shop covering the 
shootings and apparently considered the 
outbreak a closed incident. The notice 
read: 

‘twenty-five scabs ate dead, fine are 
in the hospital and the mine is closed. 
The striking miners’ prayer was arn 
swered.”’ , 

As many hundreds of men, women and 
children filed past the eighteen _ bodies 
of yesterday's victims laid out upon the 
floor of a vacant store, there continued 
to be little sympathy onthe faces £a2- 
ing down wpon the’ upturned count 
nances of the dead. Most of those filing 
past appea to reflect the sentiment 
of the unofficial notice, of the barber 
shop: ‘* Twenty-five scabs are dead.’”

HERRIN, Ill., June 23 (Associated 
Preas).—This ‘typical coal mining. town 
is approxima 100 miles southeast. of 
St. Louls.  Itg.population lacks just a 


number} @etording to the latest bopula- 
tion statistics, being 10,586. It is esti- 
mated. that easily nihe-tenths of these 
peoplé are miners or are directly or in- 
directly, connected with the coal minipg 
tndustry. 

Foreignérs, notably Italians, comprise, 
it i9 said, more than one-third of. thé 
population ef the county: Manhy.of the 
foreigners are naturalized. 

Three-ratiroads run into the city, thé 
Chicago, Bprlington & Quincy, the Iili- 
nois Central-and the Missouri Pacific.

+ Southern IMlinofs, with probably the 
largest n r of minés in any section 
in the coantry, is noted for its mining 
industry and. differs from the central 
and aorthern portions of the State, 
which abound with farm lénds. During 
normal times virtually all the 90,000 
members in the lilinois miners’ union are 
at work in the mines in this part of the 
State. Many of the minérs own their 
own homes, whilé the remainder live in 
houses. constructed and own by the 
coal companies, ‘ 

When the strike began on April 1 the 
miners seemingly welc the on 
as a vacation.

From a source close to Rickard it was 
learned that the promoter is planning 
to conduct the important battle on June 
80, next year.

The latest golf-tnvasion. of England, 
by. three of our best ‘American profes- 
sionals struck terror In advance to the 
hearts of the adorers of ** the British 
leek."

MUSH AND. THE MOVIES. 

In Mr. “Hara's conference of some 
fifty uplift organizations, trying to de- 
cide how the movies. could be made an 
institution of sweetness and light, Mr. 
Rex Beacs made some discordant but 
apposite remarks. The. picture busi- 
ness, he-said, is sick, We want to 
make the movies save souls, educate 
immigrants, or amuse the children, in- 
stead of letting them remain a source 
of entertainment. .‘‘ What the public 
“ séems to want is mush and slush and 
** predigested baby food.’’ ‘The infer- 
encé was, apparently, that theré whl 
be more of that sort of thing if the 
uplift organizations have their way. 

The new movement opposed to cen- 
sorship may. seek to avert that evil 
by giving up everything to which any- 
body might object. .The residue, in- 
evitably, will be mush and slush. It 
might be obsérved, however, that the 
movies were full of mush and slush 
before censorship was ever heard of. 
It was a different kind of mush, but 
just as mushy. Censorship will work 
serious ‘harm to really good works— 
the fate of “ The Four Horsemen ”’ in 
Pennsylvania is an example—but no 
censorship and no ‘uplift board can 
Plant brains where only bone will 
grow. . Cerisorship ought to be dis- 
couraged because it rarely, if ever, 
does good,.and works serious and con- 
tinuing. injury... Mr. Hars’s uplift 
‘friends ought to be encouraged be- 

cause, after they, get ‘rid of somé of 
their notions of making the movies a 
cure-all, they may bring more intellect 
to an industry (and a potential art) 
where intellect’ is needed. At the 
meeting the: other day . suggestions 
were made about better working con- 
ditions. for extras and minor players, 
better advertising, and @ . vigilance 
committee to thake producers and ex- 
hibitors.tell the truth. 

All these are desirable reforms, 
though ‘there is’no use expecting the 
last before the millennium, . But no- 
body can get mush out-of the movies 
until there is a lower . percen of 
mtushy heads, jn the business.

4 STILL GREATER NEW YORK. 

The Merchants’ Association is au- 
thority for statistics that reveal a 
metropolis greater than most of us 
have imagined. To a population of 
5,621,151 we confess. But ‘it now ap- 
pears that an avérage of 307,789 com- 
mutors, most of them.‘\from beyond 
the city limits, daily swing like 
mets within our sphere and dally 
Swing out again. In its organ, 
Greater New York, the Merchants’ 
Association avers that this daily bom- 
bardment contains ‘‘ more’, people 
“ than actually live in Indianapolis or, 
** Minneapolis, Seattle or New Or- 
** leans.’" To be as te as pos- 
sible, we note that thé ‘World -Al- 
manac reads: ‘‘ Indianapolis, .814,- 
“194; ——* asd aos: Seattle, 
** 315,362; New Orleans, 387,408.” 
Still, we have enough cdmmiuters, if 
the figures given are correct, 

Of “through passergers’’ -from 
points. beyond the commuting area 
the average daily total . is_. 97,201. 
Not all of these-are strangers. It is 
well ‘known that many’ inhabitants 
leave New York, especially. at . this 
season, and it Is a melancholy fact 
that most of them feel obliged to re- 
turn. But in a daily average of 
almost one hundred thousand, month 
in amd. month out, a large proportion 
must be of the sort that the hotels 
and theatres call transients. Cities ap- 
proximating a population of 100,000, 
please take notice that New York can 
accommodate them in‘ her spare room, 
feed them at her guest dinner table, 
and endeavor to’amuse them in her 
theatres without crowding anybody 
but™the home folk. In 1921, acctord- 
ing to the Merchants’ Association, the 
total of ‘‘ through passengers '’, was 
45,945,278; of commuters, 92,952,708. 
The grand total was 138,897,981, or a 
third more than the entire popula- 
tion of the United States. At any 
one moment, however, the relative in- 
crease of the city is not great. Even 
supposing that all the commuters 
came from beyond the city and ‘that 
all the “through pagsengers’’ were 
not New Yorkers, the increase would 
only be from 5,621,151 to 6,026,141. 

THE MOSCOW TRIAL, —/

That ‘* great-hearted 
historian,” Miss Mie 
Because DRED RUTHERFORD, be- 
fore shé undertook the 

So Belated. role of advocata diab- 
oll, should have remembered that the 
recognized and allotted duty of that of- 
ficial is to’ prevent beatification. .or 
canonization, if possible, not to bring 
about a. revocation of one or the other 
long after it has been accorded. 

There was a time when such .state- 
ménts as she makes. about ‘ LINCOLN 
would have - received, .and ‘indeed 
did receive; the serious attention and 
consideration of no, small part -of the 
American public. But the. result was a 
practically unanimous dismissal. of all 
her chargés, and many atheéers of Hke 
kind, as either false or irrelevant to 
Lincotn’s claim to reverence as a great 
and good: man to whom the nation in 
evéry part was largely indebted. After 
due trial in the court of public opinion, 
after all possible arguments against as 
well.as for him had been made, the 
irrevocable decision was rendered,. and 
since then the place of LINCOLN in Amer- 
ican hearts’ and the world’s esteem has 
been. fixed beyond the possibility of 
change. 

All this took place many years ago—so 
many that perhaps Miss RutTHerrorp is 
excusable for not khowing it.’ She may
